What Judge Grosscup Thinks,

other construction leave the intendment of the 
act that the government should pay anything ex- 
cept the salaries of the Commissioners? But it is 
said in the argument that the act limits the lia- 
bility of the United States to $1,500,000, and 

hat that sum has already exceeded. That 

proviso is doubtless a mandate upon the 
commission, and its agents and officers, in 
the matters enumerated, as well as 
upon the board appointed, to prepare the govern- 
ment exhibit, and the Secretary of the Treasury, 
who is by Secs. 16 and.17 authorized to construct 
a life saving station and suitable buildings wherein 
to exhibit the governmental article. But does 
such mandate carry with it, logically or fairly, 
the result that if these officers should have ex- 
ceeded the limit, the corporation should thereby 

made liable for the excess or default; if so, 
what would prevent the Secretary of the 
Treasury from exhausting the entire amount of 
his several undertakings, and then casting upon 
the corporation the entire expenditures of the 
commission. including the salaries of its mem- 
bers, and the paper even on which it made its re- 
ports to the President of the United States? 

cannot believe that the Congress meant that the 

disobedience of its own agents should be charged 
against the corporation whom they were to assist 
and watch. My econelusion therefore is that the 
act of March 3, 1893, was an unjustifiable with- 
holding of the 1,140,000 souvenir coins, t 
the gorporation was thereafter under no légal or 
oguite ble compulsion to carry out the conditions 
of the contract or donation, provided it, in turn, 
offered to do equity.

The offer of the corporation is to return to the 
government the legal tender value of these coins 
after it has discharged its pledge to the holders 
of the bonds issued upon the faith of this appro- 
priation.

THE SUNDAY-CLOSERS COME OUT AHEAD. 
The United States Court yesterday granted 
an injunction closing the gates of the Exposi- 
tion Sundays. Ofthe three Judges who sat 
Woods and Jenkins were for the hermetical 


‘sealing of the Fair on the first day of the week, 


while Judge Grosscup dissented. The ground 
taken by Judge Woods was in substance that 
Jackson Park had- been tendered to the 
United States as the site for an Exposition 
which was under the control of the govern- 
ment; that the latter had accepted it and is in 
possession there; that the agreement made 
by Congress to give $2,500,000 if the Fair 
were closed Sundays was not a contract, and 
that if Congress had seen fit it could have en- 
forced a closing rule without giving a dollar, 
In brief, the National Government had a right 
to run exactly ag it pleaseda Fair to which 
others had contributedover ten million dol- 
lars even though it itself contributed nothing. 
The Judge said further substantially that no 
attenticn would be paid to, anything Judge 
Stein might do, and that the Federal would not 
yield to the State court. The only cheering 
part of his decision—thrown in asa sort of 
consolation prize—was that the Secretary of 
the Treasury was bound to surrender on de- 
mand the $570,000 of souvenir coins he held 
on toinaccordance with his tnderstanding 
of the act of Congress requiring the directors 
to give security for the payments on account 
of awards. 

Judge Jenkins | was not “as radical in his 
views as his colleague. It was his opinion 
that when Congress gave the $2,500,000 on 
condition that the Fair was closed Sundays it 
coupled with its gift a condition not 
illegal - or immoral and not in violation 
of the clause of the Constitution _rel- 
ative to religion, The acceptance of 
the gift was an agreement to the. condition, 
and he was of the opinion that the directors 
must live up to their bargain. While the two 
Judges who were in the majority took the 
ground that that voting of two and a half 
millions by Congress on condition of Sunday- 
closing did not constitute a contract, Judge 
Grossuup held that it did and that that con- 


tract had been violated by the subsequent ace 
Gy oom: ane salpalincs sara ic de cee alla 


After the Judges had éxpressed their shines 
an appeal to the Appellate Court was asked 
for and also that the injunction be not en- 
forced till that court had acted. If granted, 
which will be determined this morning, it is 
understood that Chief Justice Puller will de- 
cline to sit and that the court to hear the ap- 
peal will be made up from the District Judges 
within this cireuit exclusive of Judge Gross- 
cup. There are two in Wisconsin, one in In- 
diana, and one in [llinvis. Itis not unlikely, 
considering the strong opinions of the two 
Circuit Court Judges, that the majority of the 
District Judges will be of the same way of 
thinking. There would, itis true, be a gain 
of time were an appeal and a supersedeas both 
granted, but itis not certain that the latter 
will be, even if the former is. 

So on the whole it looks much asif the Ex- 
position will net be open on future Sundays, 
If the Federal Judges say it must be closed 
the directors will obey, even if a State Judge 
tells them. they must keep open, for the former 


. have the heaviest hand. In the event of the 


closing of the Fair on the first day of the 
week a heavy financial responsibility will rest 
on those to whose ceaseless agitation the clos- 
ing will bedue. It will devolve on them to see 
that the Exposition is a pecuniary success. 
They will have managed to keep a large num- 
ber of workingmen who Gan go only on Sun- 
days from visiting the Fair. ‘They will have 
to make good the half dollars thus lost, al- 
though they never can replace to those work- 
ingmen what they have been deprived of. Are 
they ready to attend to the matter? 


TWO ANTI-TRUST BILLS CONSIDERED... 

The House has passed two bills ‘which are 
aimed at trusts. The Senate is so far ahead 
with its business that it can pass them if it 
sees fit, even though the Legislature should 
adjourn sine @ie next Friday. 

One of them is amendatory of the present 
anti-trust law, and provides that the Secretary 
of State must call yearly on the President, 
Secretary, or Treasurer of each incorporated 
company deing business in this State to swear 
that the corporation he represents is not and 
has not been a member of any combination 
to regulate or fix the price of any article of 
merchandise or commodity, or to fix or limit 
the amount or quantity of any article to be 
méénufactured, mined, produced, or sold in 
the State; that it has dot issued and does not 
Own any trust certificates and i¢ in no combi- 
nation with any one the purpose or efféct of 
which would be to place the management or 
control of the combination in the hands of 
any trustee or trustees, to limit or fix prices, 
lessen production and sales, or diminish the 
output of any article, 

If any person called on to jaake such affi- 
davit refuses or fails to do so‘the proper law 
officers are required to bring suit to recover a 
penalty of $50 for each day after the refusal 
or failure. If the Secretary of State learns 
that “any corporation has entered inte a trust 
he is required to call on it to make the affida- 
vit mentioned above. Should it fail tc do 
so then suit must bé begun to recover the 
penalty. No truthful statement made in any 
affidavit will subject the maker to criminal! 
prosecution. 

The other bill defines a trust aa ‘a combi- 
nation of capital, skill, or acts by two or 
more persons, firms, corporation, or associa- 
tion of persons” to creute or carry out re- 
strictions in trade ; to limit or reduce produe-

: tion by any one is declared to be 
against trade, punishable whic ‘not less | 


than two nor more than five thousand dollars. 
When prosecutions are instituted it will be 
sufficient to prove the existence of a trust and 
that defendant was connected with it, without 


proving or producing any written articles of . 


agreement on which it was based, and the 
character of the trust may be established by 
proof of its general reputation. 

Any contract or agreement in violation of 
the provisions of this measure is declared to 


\pe absolutely void, and the purchaser of any 


article from any trust concern need $0} pay 
for it. 


Should these bills pass; especially the last 


one, and should the State officers make a seri- 
ous dttempt to enforce them, the activity of 
Illinois trusts would be curbed materially. 
Therefore the Senate should not bury these 
measures in committee but .put them 


through. 


CAUSES OF BUSINESS DEPRESSION. 

An acute observer of the situation gays the 
recent unsteadiness in business and the fre- 
quent mercantile and bank failures originated 
almost entirely in the late monetary scare and 
the attendant collapse of the ‘ industrials,” 
The scare was suggested by the large exports 
of gold, the drain upon the Treasury gold re- 
serve, and the sharp precautions takén by the 


banks of New York City. Together these . 


caused the baiks farther east and in the inte- 
rior to contract their accommodations to 
customers, credit - was suddenly paralyzed in 
every section, the weak spots in trade, finance, 
and banking were roughly probed, and a 
large number of failures precipitated. 

Doubtless the existence of a heavy trade 
balance against us is in large part responsible 
for the big outflowof gold. But to this should 
be added the fearfully low price of wheat, and 
nervous apprehension among the mantfact- 
uring elements respecting the free tende tariff 
proposed by the Democratic party, with ‘the 
possible accompaniment of a ruitious pro- 
gressive income tax, and this to be supple- 
mented by a State wildcat banking system. 
Besides all these, and of far greater influence, 
is the widespread fear of a slump im our cur- 
rency to the 64-cent silver basis, This be- 
cause the silver maniacs are doing all in 
their power to resist the repeal of the 
Sherman act, and also are “dead set” 
against the putting of a gold dollar’s worth 
of silver into the silver dollar. The fear that 
these fellows will be able to secure the passage 
of a free silver coinage act, demonetizing gold 
and adopting the Mexican system of mono- 
metallism, in effect, has operated powerfully 
towards contraetion. It has caused the ex- 
portation of gold and the locking up of the 
rest in bank and private vaults out of the chan- 
nels of circulation, with the result that for 
several weeks past not a dollar im gold has 
been paid inte the Treasury for dues to the 
government. This has induced directly a cor- 
responding contraction of the volume of 
credit, and made those who control credit in 
this country determined to reduce their opera- 
tions as muchas possible till it is settled def- 
initely whether our future monetaty system 
shall be on the basis of gold or depreciated 
silver. In the resulting shrinkage the so- 
called “ industrials,’’ which are sinking into 
the nothingness of collapsed bubbles, aro the 
first to go, and deservedly so, These watered 
trust schemes of speculative grabbers and ex- 
torters are not worthy of confidencé or sup- 
port, ahd the sooner they “ go where the 
woodbine twineth *' the better for the public. 
The mischief is that their tumble hag been ac- 
companied by & closing of not a few institu- 
tions which would have remained s@lvent but 
for the scarcity of credit, 

The country as a whole is too strong and 
prosperous to be wrecked by these sinister in- 
fluences. It must survive them andconfident- 
ly may be expected to rise superio# to them, 
being all the stronger for the trial through 
which it is now passing as a conséquence of 
the folly of men who think an act of, Congress 
can take the place of hard work im. creating 
values. The silver craze will play omt. Silver 
will be compelléd to circulate as mamey on its 
merits—that is,ion its purchasing power per 
grain or ounce, as gold does now ané@ will con- 
tinue to do. If the Democrats déstroy the 
protection to American industries which has 
been built up under Republican pplicies the 
party will in tutn be upset, and thai speedily. 
State bank wildcat shinplasters will not be ac- 
ceptable, in the North at least, and if forced 
upon the country they will lose the Democratic 
party tens of thousands of votes, as will the 
income tax scheme of the South if that, too, 
be carried out by the Democrati¢ party in 
Congress. -

The Liverpool (Eng.) Daily Post of May

vent Europeans from coming here this sum- 
mer, Tue Tripunz denounces its statements 
as faise in nearly every particular. ‘‘ The 
show ”’ is not incomplete in its character, nor 
are visitors loud in their complaints to that 
éffect. On the contrary, the univetsal testi- 
mony of thosé who have been to Jackson 
Park is that the exhibit far surpasses anything 
they had thought possible. ‘The Chicago 
crowd ** compates favorably in regurd to its 
language and habits with the crowd. at any 
World's Fair in England or other country in 
the Old World. The distances between the 
different ‘parts of the Exhibition are suf- 
ficiently great to render it desirable for some 
to patronize the wheel chairs, but it is a gross 
libel to say tha the young men whw propel 
those chairs *‘ eject tobaeco juice in disagree- 
able proximity to the heads of their fares.” 
They are not of the class who chew tobacco. 
Nor are * provisions of all kinds at famine 
prices.”” Food of all kinds isin great plenty 
in the city on terms which differ but little 
from those obtaining months ago, and the 
prices charged on the Fair grounds are not 
exorbitant, though as a rule they ate some- 
what higher than at the restaurants in the 
city, as might be expected. Visitors to the 
Fair can get a comfortable lunch on the 
grounds for 25 to 50 cents each, and for less 
at any one of the numerpug eating houses just 
outside the park. 

It may be admitted that there ate some 
‘hotel and lodging-house harpies’’ who laid 
themselves out to “fleece their guests.” - But

The action increasing 
the salaries of the spacial teachers of singing 
is a scandal, and the Board of Education is 
fully conscious of the fact. It has hesitated 
for months about adopting the report increas- 
ing the salaries, and has waited until a time of 
great public excitethent to rush it through. 
There are some good men in the Board of Ed- 
ucation who allow themselves to be used too 
easily by the fad@idts, the jobbers, and the 
political touts. The action of the board 
should be reconsidéred at the next meeting. 


Paresipest CLeveiann’s Secretary of Agri- 
culture has more courage than. other Demo- 
erate, who say they would like to sweep away 
protective duties but do not see how it is to be 
done. Mr. Morton says that even if the re- 
peal of the duties on wool, iron, and coal 
should reduce the revenue by $25,000,000 it 
will be easy to get that much money and more 
by making the internal revenue tax on beer a 
dollar more than it is now. By doing that 
$30,000,000 additional would be collected. 
If thie tax were levied on beer, says the Secre- 
tary, “it would be paid voluntarily.

per barrel. It amounts to only two milis 
on every pint, which would hardly be notice- 
able by the consumer.”’ 

Nothing is easier than for the Democratic 
party to tax the poor man’s beer for the pur- 
pose of giving him coal, iron, and wool at 
cheaper rates, and perhaps the workingman 
might be pleased with such an arrangement 
provided always that his wages were not cut 
down in the shuffle, so that he could not buy 
as much beer as of old.

Szvatrorn O’Mattzy’s bill for the inspection 
of private banks is good as far as it goes, but 
it hardly goes far enough. There is hardly 
time, however, to amend it now, and it ought 
to be passed as it stanfls. It provides for an 
examination only once a year. This is ,.not 
enough, but there is nothing In the bill to pre- 
clude a more frequent examination, The 
language of the bill in reference to the exam- 
iner alao is rather ambiguous. It provides that 
the State Auditor ‘‘shall have power to ap- 
point a suitable and competent person” to 
make the eramination. Does that mean that 
only one examiner of private banks shall be 
appointed for the State? However, a subse- 
quent provision implies that the Auditor.and 
his assistants can make the examination as 
often as the Auditor chooses. This is satis- 
factory, but the provisions of the bill ought;to 
be made to correspond, The efficiency of the 
law will depend entirely on the Auditor. He 
is a prudent, careful, and rather able man, 
and under his administration there is reason 
to believe that Mr, O’Malley’s bill would be 
useful for good. It ought to be passed before 
the adjournment of the session.

CLEVELAND AND MONEY MATTERS. 


Possible Reason for His Hesitancy Regard- 
ing the Issuance of Bonds. 
‘ew Yors, June 8.—[Special.]}—Some in- 
ations have been received here that Mr. 
Cleveland is again considering the advisability 
of an issue of bonds, and that if he finds Con- 
gress hesitating over these financial matters 
he will then give an object lesson by instruct- 
ing the Secretary of the Treasury to issue 
bonds, and by causing the intimation to be 
made that the issuing of bonds will be con- 
tinued sv long as it is necessary to do so to 
protect the gold reserve. The members of his 
Cabinet who are qualified to give an opinion 
on this matter have without exception as- 
serted the legality of such issue. I find prac- 
tical unanimity of opinion here in banking 
circles respet not only the right but the 
duty of the President to announce an issue of 
ds. The opinion of such men as 
pete gpd bbepeys and George 8S. Coe, who 
pong Bo ee pe , at the head of Sentinal bank- 
ers of w York, is that the mere announce- 
ment would steady the market, do much to 
restore confidence, and make ita matter of 
oe wey ratively small consequence at present 
wh r the President call Congress in ex- 
tmaordinary session early in the fall or not. 
The pro ity, however, is that if the 
Poesidedt should decide toissue bonds he 
MP age be peated to. adopt the plans set forth to 
08 by Pisrpont Morgan just -before Mr. 
Morgan sailed for Europe. Mr. Morgan has 
just returned from Europe and his friends re- 
port him as saying that financial situation 
in the United States is far superior to that 
which exists in European countries that it is 
impoasible for this distress to be more than 
momentary.
